any plan that looks toward a, "weak- 
ening of the powers of the Federal 
Farm board. Some of the organiza- 
tions represented at the conferences 
here are on record in favor of the 
export debenture plan but all seemed 
agreed that the short sess.on of con- 
gress is no time to put forward an 
alternative plan. In other words, 
the wheat crisis is of such a nature 
that to tamper with the machinery 
might cause a disturbance of wheat 
prices which would bring down the 
wrath of the farmer on those respon 
sible for the upset. 


The air has been cleared therefore 


of one prime issue which it had been 
thought would give the short session 
of congress a major problem and 
possibly be the means of forcing an 
extra 'session. There are senators 
of course who will press the_export 
debenture plan but without the sup- 
port-of the farm-organizations it is 
not likely to be adopted.

does not mean a thing when Christ- 
mas time comes. 


Last year -when the great stock 


market crash came, the postoffice 
anticipated a marked decrease in the 
number of packages that vrould be 
mailed. 


Instead, 
the 
volume of 
mail 


handled last year shattered all rec- 
ords. 


It was found that, as a rule, the 


packages were smaller and greater 
in number and this required addi- 
tional work in handling. 


Each year the people must be in- 


formed that no mail is delivered on 
Christmas day, the postoffice finds. 


Simple rules of wrapping pack- 


ages and mailing will save many 
precious minutes 
and hours, Mr. 


Zuehlke declared. 


Addresses "should be printed or 


written plainly on only on.e side of 
the package. 


The idea that two or three ad- 


dresses on a. package aids the post- 
office clerks is wrong. 
"WTien there 


is more than one address on the 
package the clerk has to check and 
recheck the package. 


A few of the hints to those, who 


will mail packages, were set down 
by Postmaster Zuehlke.

ped in strong

twine. Umbrellas, canes, golf sticks 
and the like must be reinforced their 
full length by strong strips of 'wood 
tightly wrapped and tied or other- 
wise sufficiently wrapped to with- 
stand transportation.

the eighteenth amendment. While the 
members of the commission maintain 
silence, writers for eastern newspapers 
agree with a singular degree of same- 
ness that the commission is not going 
to undertake to say to the country that 
prohibition 
was wrongly adopted, 


should be discarded or that the Vol- 
stead act should be in any way modi- 
fied, but probably urge the country to 
give the law a further trial. 


Senator Borah, an ardent dryr in an 


interview the other day, touched the 
nub of the whole question when he 
said "the real fight is over ihe eigh- 
teenth amendment, shall it be repealed 
and, if so, what plan is to take its place 
* * * Any report which does not 
meet that proposition will be of little 
value." 


But would any report that did meet 


the question be of any value either? 
How many people have not made nip 
their minds about prohibition, about 
the Tight or the wrong of its adoption, 
about the feasibility of its theory, about 
ih£ practicality of its enforcement, and 
how many have not already resolutely 
stopped up their ears to any further 
argument? The crime commission 
may be able to render a report which 
will be of great assistance to the coun- 
try in clearing up the many abuses, 
the-interminable delays in our federal 
courts and simplify a procedure which 
is in some respects a century behind 
the times. But upon the question of 
prohibition it is doubtful whether it 
could turn enough votes one way or the 


. other to alter a ward election. 


Each succeeding referendum with 


mounting majorities tends to show how 
strong the tide against prohibition is 
running. But those opposed to the 
amendment are vitally interested in 
preventing the error in its repeal that 
accompanied its adoption or the substi- 
tution of any makeshift or compromise 
to repair the breach which prohibition 
has made in our constitutional wall. 
The control of the habits of the people 
in each state must be returned to them, 
where it always belonged and where 
it must always remain. That alcohol 
is a poison and its use fraught -\\ith 


' many evils has nothing to do with the 


case. There is a worse poison in our 
life than alcohol and that is departing 
violently from the foundation stones of 
our government; and however many 
times this statement may be repeated 
or in whatever different forms, its vir- 
tue will become the more evident -u ith 
the repetition. 


THE FILM TRUST 


The motion picture organization, a 


giant in size, in cases directly affecting 
the Paramount, Famous Players, Las- 
ky corporation and the First National 
Pictures, has been held by the supreme 
court of the United States in violation 
of the Sherman anti-trust law. The 
situation concerning the facts, as well 
as the determination of the court, is 


, best expressed in the language of Jus- 


tice McReynolds: "Ten producers and 
distributors of films, controlling 60 per 
cent of the business, agreed to contract 
with exhibitors only according to a 


5 standard form and then combined 


through 32 local film boards of trade 


- with other distributors> who with them 


control 98 per cent of the entire busi- 


- ness. * * * The Sherman act seeks 
- to protect the public against the evils 
i commonly incident to the unreasonable 


destruction of competition and no 
length of discussion or experimenta- 
tion amongst parties to a combination 
which produces the inhibited result can 
give validity to their action." 


This makes necessary the rebuilding 


of the entire structure of the film pro- 
ducing organization with the omis- 
sion of the features held unlawful and 
the elimination of which will result in 
a freer competition, which is not only 
desirable but an essential of every de- 
cent business. But the supreme court 
decision has a niore far-reaching effect 
than the dissolution of the present or- 
ganization because the Sherman act 
provides a penalty in treble damages 
to anyone who has been injured by 
what now turns out to be an unlawful

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cision at Washington filed than action 
was commenced by various theatre 
owners who claim that through the un- 
lawful conduct of the film trust they 
have been virtually put out of business. 
The damages claimed mount into the 
millions. If these theater owners suc- 
ceed in proving or establishing their 
claims they will make a substantial 
drain even upon the resources of com- 
panies that have prospered as liberally 
as those in the movie industry. 


"BRIGHT AND YELLOW, 


HARD AND COLD" 


The action of the University of Wis- 


consin in applying to the Rockefeller 
Foundation for $350,000 with v, hich to 
carry on research work, has brought 
back the question of acceptance of 
large funds from foundations created 
by wealthy men where, either in fact 
or by legend, the people are not en- 
tirely satisfied that the donor was al- 
ways guided by the loftiest of moral 
principles in gaining his fortune. Pres- 
ident Glenn Frank takes the position, 
approved by the present Board of Re- 
gents, that when such gifts are made 
without condition and have no strings 
attached whatever, they should be ac- 
cepted, but the attitude of the gover- 
nor-elect becomes of importance in 
that he may have a shaping hand in the 
future policy of the state. 


In opposing such gifts Mr. LaFol- 


lette wrote: "It should be remembered 
* * * that the University of Wis- 
consin won its distinctive place in the 
educational world on its own initiative 
and on its own resources without any 
help from 
Rockefeller whatever," 


which is entirely true and it has done 
well indeed, but the statement quoted 
is without convincing power against 
such a gift. But, Mr. La Follette con- 
tinues, "Do the citizens of Wisconsin 
care to accept funds earned by a cor- 
poration which the state of Wisconsin 
investigated two years ago and found 
guilty of extracting exhorbitant prices 
of the people of the state?" We should 
unhesitatingly answer .that since the 
law department of the state did not 
obtain the return to the people of those 
"exhorbitant prices" we should be glad 
to see the money come back somehow. 
Mr. LaFollette goes in such a short 
circle that he catches up to himself. 
He demonstrates that this money is in 
fact the property of the people and then 
opposes its return because it was im- 
properly filched from them. 


Mr. LaFollette's statement is proud 


and "noble in purpose" but we have 
had other things in this country in 
recent years answering the same de- 
scription. It is about time that we got 
something noble in fact. His attitude 
partakes of idealism ^\hich is the ten- 
dency to see things as they might be 
instead of as they are. How may we 
better obtain a strong current in the 
fairer distribution of wealth than tak- 
ing it honorably where it may be found 
and putting it to good purposes? Or 
shall the people of Wisconsin immolate 
themselves as do the Pygmies of the 
Congo for the glory and exquisite tor- 
ture of it all? 


But Mr. La Follette turns thumbs 


dcnvn and asks that Rockefeller, now 
nearly 100 3 ears of age, be not forgiven 
for business practices that did not con- 
form t<~> the law even if the forgiveness 
only takes the implied form resulting 
from the acceptance of his money and 
putting it to good use. 
Rockefeller 


must not be permitted in any way to 
expiate his business offenses. For him 
there is no balm in Gilead. This 
makes Wisconsin look hard-hearted, al- 
though it may be only hard-headed, 
but it also provides an opportunity to 
strike up that winsome and melodious 
air, "Take back your gold for gold can 
never buy me."

RUBINSTEIN'S BIBTH 


On Nov. 28, 1829, Anton Rubensteln, famous 


Russian pianist and composer, was born near 
Dubossary, Russia, of Jewish parentage. 


His mother commenced his musical education 


when he was four, but in two years he had ex- 
hausted her knowledge. At 11 he was sent to the 
Paris conservatory where he soon attracted the 
attention of Liszt and Chopin. 


After giving concerts and teachings in Berlin 


and "Vienna, Rubenstem returned to Russia in 
1S48 
and settled in St. Petersburg. Here he came 


under the patronage of the Grand Duchess 
Helen, and for the following eight years studied 
and wrote assiduously. He founded a conserva- 
tory and organized a musical society. In a world 
concert tour, undertaken when he was 58, he was 
'hailed as one of the greatest pianists of all time, 


Though Rubinstein's burning ambition was to 


be recognized as a great composer, his works 
are not consistently great. Since the beginning 
of the twentieth century his name has practically 
disappeared from the concert programs.

arsenic poisoning. 


Ha\mg tlms made a diagnosis, 


;he doctor began giving the patient 
regular treatment, chieflj mtiave- 
nous injections of the sodium hypo- 
sulphite eiery few da>s, to eliminate 
:he arsenic from the sj stem. After 
softie 10 weeks of treatment the T>a- 
tient reported that she no longer 
suffeied with "dead fingers" and 
could even drive her car on a cold 
dav without any trouble. 


I hope this comes to the attention 


of every one who has Raynaud's 
disease. The possibility—that's all I 
say, mind, just the -possibility of 
chronic unrecognized arsenic poison- 
ing as the cause of the trouble is 
well worth careful consideration 
These dajs there are a great many 
wajs in which people mav be poison- 
ed with arsenic, far too mam- to 
even enumerate here.

There is nothing poisonous or more 
than locally irritating in rust, veTde- 
gris, dyes in clothing, furs and the.

germs 


which are as likely to be present 
on the one implement as on the oth- 
er. Soap and water is a fairly good 
antiseptic, so a, skin just washed 
is less likely to harbor dangerous 
germs and a skin that has not been 
washed for hours. But the cleanest 
looking skin may be the habitat of 
the most vicious streptococci and 
other germs of blood 'poisoning.

HURDLING WORDS 


Many a. failure in arithmetic, and 


other school subjects as well, is due 
to the difficulty the child finds in 
interpreting the language of the pro- 
blem. 


The teacher will say, "But he can 


read every word. The problem is 
stated in simple language. I even 
have him read it aloud before he 
starts to -work. The language Is all 
right. It's his arithmetic that is 
wrong." 


Of course the child must be per- 


fectly familiar with the 
number 


combinations and the four fundamen- 
tal processes of arithmetic before he 
can do any real work but I assure 
you that it is possible for him to 
know every combination, be profi- 
cient in the fundamental processes 
fchd- still harvest a zero on test day. 


~ Language is a subtle quality of 
mental activity. It goes far deep- 
er than sound and articulation of 
sound. Par deeper than a correct 
verbal reading; far deeper than set 
phrasing and formulae. It is but the 
shadow of thought, at its best, and 
in children struggling with problems 
it is a shadow 
that 
blots out 


thought. Until language has its root 
in the personal experience of the 
child it is but sound and symbol. 
That may explain why a child who 
can read a problem about cost and 
gain and percentage of this or that, 
with ease, fails utterly to get any- 
thing like ,a solution of the thing 
on paper. Selling horses at so much 
and gaining so much and discovering 
the percent of the amount recovered 
or lost has little meaning for a few 
children, none for many. 


In teaching arithmetic to the pu- 


pils of the elementary grades it is 
first necessary to teach the combin- 
ations and tables and give the'child 
varied exercises in them. It is nec- 
essary, too,- to know how to teach 
the elements of number. Some eom- 
fenations are more difficult than, oth- 
ers.

LOVED FIRESIDE 


She loved to. sit by the fireside 


with a cup of tea, or perhaps mak- 
ing a bonnet for a miner's wife. She 
had been a dressmaker in Chicago, 
and was skilled in needle work. She 
insisted that fighting miners' wives 
should wear bonnets, as shawls were 
to her the symbol 
of inferiority. 


Mother Jones must have outfitted 
whole legions of bonneted Amazons 
in the West Virginia and Pennsyl- 
vania coal fields. But, at that, there j 
was little time for tea drinking and 
bonnet making. Mother Jones' life 
was spent mostly

DIDN'T LIKE MITCHELL 
"Mother Jones and her wild wo- 


men are raising hell again. Can't 
you call her off," 
was a frequent 


telephone message to John Mitchell, 
president of the United Mine Work- 
ers, from less belligerent labor lead- 
ers. Mother Jones never got on with 
Mitchell. Somehow she seemed to 
feel that he interfered with her fa- 
vorite art. , In her autobiography, 
published .several 
years ago, she 


says: 


"In those days, labor's represen- 


tatives did -not sit on velvet chairs 
in conferences with labor's oppres- 
sors; they did not dine in fashion- 
able hotels. They did not ride in 
Pullmans or make trips to Europe. 


"The rank and file have let their 


servants become their masters and 
dictators. The workers have now to 
fight not alone their exploiters but 
likewise their own leaders, who of- 
ten betray them, who sell them out, 
and who put their own advancement 
ahead of that of the working masses. 


"Provision should be made in all 


union institutions for the recall of 
leaders. Big salaries should not be 
paid. Career hunters should be driv- 
en out, as well as leaders who use 
labor political ends.

SOUND SWING A CHAMPION- 


SHIP FUNDAMENTAL 
HE average golfer who takes 
his golf even a little seriously, 
certainly might be pardoned 


for wondering just what the experts 
mean when they point out so-and-so 
as the possessor of a "fine, sound 
style." Soundness is recognized by 
all as a most desirable attribute of 
a golf swing, but 1 am afraid that 
merely to point out that such a one 
possesses that virtue, affords little 
help to the fellow who would give 
his right arm to "be sound too. 


Too many times we, who are in- 


terested in offering \vhat help we 
can to those who 
want it, are too 


willing to pass over, with 
such an 


unenlightening 
phrase, the very 


things in which the struggling be- 
ginner is most 
interested. 
There 


ought at least to be understood what 
kind of swing we mean, and what it 
is that makes a method sound. 


Obviously the sound swing is not 


a definite reality. We all recognize 
that no two players swing- a club 
in exactly the same 
manner, yet 


certainly more than one deserves to 
be regarded as a sound swinger. The 
trained observer and student of the 
game over a long period of close ob- 
servance and intimate contact with 
successful players in time fixes upon 
several actions arid postures which 
are common to all. He learns to sep- 
arate the mannerisms of the individ- 
ual from the basic elements of his 
swing, and gradually he builds up a 
conception of a 
correct set of mo- 


tions which he regards as essential 
in playing the game expertly. When 
he says that 
a certain swing is 


sound he means that regardless of 
the variations peculiar to the indiv- 
idual, the method still embraces and 
accounts for all of the 
correct ac- 


tions and postures, 
or enough of 


them to assure a high degree of suc- 
cess.

Wisconsin, along its eastern edge, 


has been buried by the ocean five 
tunes. Today limestone deposits" in- 
dicate that the earliest coral reef 
known on earth once existed In the 
area of the Door-co peninsula, a phe- 
nomenon which indicates a tropical 
sea where the water never dropped 
to a temperature below 68 degrees 
Fahrenheit. 


Such are two of the findings of 


Dr. Rufus Mather Bagg, professor 
of geology and mmerology of Law- 
rence college, as contained in a Ge- 
ological history 
of the peninsula 


prepared for the Door-co Historical 
Society and distributed to members 
this month. 


Dr. Bagg, internationa'ly known 


as a geologist, has made his deduc 
tions through a study of well drilling 
activities in the peninsula over sev 
eral years. Although his paper con 
tains many scientific _ references 
which are little known to the lay- 
man his story of the formation of 
the Door-co peninsula and other ge 
ographical features such as Green 
Bay and the Fox 
river valley is 


highly interesting. 


While there are numerous places 


where digging operations reveal de 
posits of gravel materials, boulders 
and the like on the peninsula, there 
also are places where outcroppings 
of limestone are to be found. Unrav 
elling of the past by boring through 
these surfaces at once brings one 
in contact with phenomena which 
reveal the manner of formation. 


DRILL THROUGH LIMESTONE 
"If -we set our drill four miles di- 


rectly northeast of the city of Stur 
geon Bay," Dr. Bagg writes, "and 
select for our location the highest 
point we can get we shall have to 
sink the bore through 530 feet of 
hard, massive gray 
Niagara lime 


stone to reach the blue Cincinnati 
shale beneath. At intervals on the 
way down the drill will strike veins 
of water which Tjrill yield an enor- 
mous volume if pumped, but which 
will not rise to the surface unaidec 
because its source to the west is not 
high enough to lift artesian water to 
the crest of the peninsula. 


"There are layers of fossil in the 


limestone especially in a thick layer 
near the water half way between 
Fish Creek and Ephraim. 
These 


shells are sufficient to determine the 
age as they are characteristic 
of 


those of ancient horizons. The shale, 
fa making brick along the east shore 
of Lake Winnebago, is 500 feet thick 
under Door-co and grows thicker to 
the north. 


"There are interesting mud cracks 


or sun cracks upon layers of this 
shale proving that the sun cracked 
the muddy shores when the tides 
•went out and that time 
enough 


elapsed before the return to harden 
fissures which permitted succeeding 
mud to fill them." 


Wisconsin, seas were shallow in 


this era and countless millions of 
shell fish of various kinds, clams, 
corals and the life lived in the warm 
water and filled in off shore bottoms 
he pointed out. Their remains are 
wonderfully preserved not far from 
Green Bay ajid it was in this forma- 
tion Dr. Bagg found a perfect star 
fish at .Cascades, 10 milea north of 
Green Bay,, where the Niagara lime- 
stone is undercut by the shale beds 
to form a miniature waterfall. 


LILIES COVER SHALE 


Here occur slabs of shale literally 


covered with crinoid stems, curious 
sea, lilies with spreading frond and 
tiny elongated 
stems which like 


buds arose from quiet sea bottoms 
and perhaps 
from 
considerable 


depths. Though they belong to ani- 
mals they appear like flowers with 
branching arms- above a tiny cup. 


When this thick shale wag being- 


deposited the 
ocean waters were 


semi-tropical, quiet 
and steadily 


deepening off shore, and the altera- 
tion of beds indicate infilling by riv- 
ers which, from weathered surfaces, 
were pouring their blue muds into 
the ocean. These beds were later 
changed to Indurated shale by hard- 
ening and compression. 


After the'drill has sunk through 


the blua shale beds and to a depth 
still above the bay shore, a second 
limestone is encountered. This rock 
is known as Galena limestone since 
it contains an abundance of lead. 
Galena is, or was, mined to quite a 
large extent hi this 
rock around 


Mineral Point, and shining- crystals 
of sulphide of lead can readily be 
found all along the outcroping in 
the Fox river south of Green Bay. 


This limestone contains magnesia 


along- -with hme and is the source 
of many sulphur waters being high- 
ly mineralized with lead, zinc and 
even iron sulphides. 
Such waters, 


though, are of a peculiar taste like 
that at Telulah Springs, Appleton, 
and are widely used as mineral wa- 
ter. 


FINDS STAR FISH 


This limestone often yields water 


of good drinking quality, but usual- 
ly runs high in mineral content and 
where near the surface is at times 
unsafe. A tiny star fish was found 
in this formation of rock at Mack- 
ville, north of Appleton in the Fox 


river valley, the echinoid being one 
of the earliest known. Xo star fish 
occur in Wisconsin and perhaps not 
in the state before 
this period of 


rock formation. 


At the base of the Galena lime- 


stone there is a sandstone usually 
less than 50 feet thick and one of 
the most peculiar and interesting 
formations underlying the section. 
The rock Is kno-nn 
as St. Peter 


sandstone and was deposited along 
the shores of an oscillating sea by 
-ssind action similar to sand dunes 
which form today on desert coasts. 
It has typical cross-bedded or irreg- 
ular laj ers, where the wind whipped 
t>>o cand fjt-ct one wav and then the 
other. It carries no fossils and is of 
fine granular structure, often so 
tightly constructed as to preclude 
abundance of artesian water. It is 
most 
variable 
in 
composition, 


thickness and extent of any horizon 
of Wisconsin. 


Under this sandstone there is a 


massive hard rock 
known as the 


lower Magnesian limestone. This is 
rich in sponges, in siliceous cherity 
masses, is often highly 
cavernous 


and frequently cairies abundance 
of water. 


The formation just described is 


known as the age of Grapetolites, 
tiny black fossils with long stems re- 
sembling blades of grass •with serate 
edges which were colonial in habit 
and floated like seaweed in the shal- 
low oceans of the time. The notched 
edges resemble Greek writing from 
which they get their name. 


FINDS COARSE SANDSTONE 
After drilling to a depth of 1,200 


feet there is a coarse 
sandstone 


resting on igneous rocks of granite 
or gabbro. The sandstone forms the 
lowest member of the sedimentary 
series of the period. About 100 feet 
down from the sandstone there is a 
thick bed of greensand composition 
which is similar to that being form- 
ed at a depth of about 100 fathoms 
off the Continental shelf of the pres- 
ent oceans. 


Here there is so much water that 


it can be pumped without exhaust- 
ing- the supply. Many cities along 
the Fox- river to the south of Door- 
co get their municipal supply from 
this hozinon. 
It is the banner arte 


sian water zone of the state. 


At this point one reaches the pre 


Cambrian granite rock upon which 
the overlying sediments were depos 
ited so many millions of years ago 
Only once after the formation of the 
Niagara limestone did warm seas 
cover Wisconsin and it is doubtful i1 
they swept as far north above Mil 
waukee as Sturgeon Bay. If they 
did the formations 
have erodec 


away. 


When the earth's crust began to 


separate from a universal 
ocean 


Wisconsin was an island or proba- 
bly a group of Islands near the cen- 
tral part rising from the sea. Door- 
co was buried under a very deep 
ocean. The borderland of the sea 
was north of Lake 
Superior and 


formed a vast 
Canadian 
shield 


stretching far away toward the Arc- 
tic ocean. 


There was no life upon the earth 


but the sun was shining 
then as 


now, 
the beaches were pounded by 


violent waves, the tides came in and 
the strand was marked 
by muddy 


cracks, ripple marks and the rain 
fell just as it does today. 


CHANGED BY ERUPTIONS 


This period was of long- duration 


and toward its close while Door-co 
was yet buried by the sea, violent 
volcanic eruptions took place along 
the south shore of Lake Superior 
and molten masses 
of rock were 


arising as a great land mass more 
than 300 miles long and at least 100 
miles wide. Many of these eruptions 
occurred under the ocean and the 
steam holes In the lavas were later 
filled with valuable copper deposits 
in the Keweenaw Point region 
of 


upper Michigan. 


It is hard to 
comprehend the 


ength of time Involved in the ocean- 
ic transgressions 
which lasted so 


many millions of years. 
The slow 


withdrawal of marine water and the 
elevation of Wisconsin began during 
the closing days of this great era, 
called the Archean era. It was the 
vast Canadian shield to the north 
and the central Islands of Wisconsin 
which furnished 
the 
enormous 


amount of sands 
for 
sandstone, 


muds for limestone and clay beds 


for shales vrhich -were laid down in 
these ancient days over Door-co for

It theiefore is no wonder that one

their path and completely changed 
the entire face of the region. 


MAN FOLLOWED ICE 


With the retreat of the ice came 


man, the -vast lakes began to shrink 
away, and the climate became more 
like that of today. High up on the 
shoies of the peninsula 
headlands 


and ancient terraces -ne^e cut when 
waves of this enormous post glacial 
lake pounded on 
the shores of the 


peninsula cliffs. 


All in all, the history of the state 


is an open book 
to those who ob- 


serve. Once it \\as covered by a 
warm ocean in -s\hich corals grew, 
an ocean in which tne temperature 
never -was letter than 68 degrees, 
then it was a desert 
over which 


great dunes mo\ed like those along 
the southern shores of Lake Michi- 
gan but then the history is lost un- 
til the ice age. 


Many persons who visit the Door- 


co peninsula probably 
notice the 


marked difference in elevations, the 
bay shore being high, the lake shore 
sloping. This is explained in the 
deduction that the uplift of Niagara 
limestone on* the bay shore caused 
a pronounced dip to the lake shore.

ing to the aid of another of America's 
great industries—the movies. 


To meet the demands of all of the 


large motion picture producers for 
radio facilities with which to main- 
tain communication between parties 
"on location" aboard ship or in re- 
mote areas, and home studios, the 
federal radio commission Wednesday 
set aside particular short wave fa- 
cilities for motion picture service. 
Radio is wanted to speed up produc- 
tion of "talkies',' and to reduce the 
costs, both In salaries to talent, and 
in general overhead. 


It Is where no other means of com- 


munication are available, such as in 
barren desert areas, o~ small islands, 
and aboard ships that radio proves a 
boon to the movies. With short wave 
facilities contacts may be made with 
the headquarters studios and instruc- 
tions sent to the director "on loca- 
tion". 
In may other ways radio 


speeds up production and cuts ex- 
penses. 


Heretofore the big motion picture 


companies have requested experi- 
mental licenses to carry on their 
communication. 


The commission, however, has not 


been convinced that such service was 
experimental, because it was used for 
direct communication rather than 
the development of apparatus for 
which experimental licenses are is- 
sued. 


3 CHANNELS PROVIDED 


By providing three continental 


short wave channels for the movies, 
the commission recognizes the peri- 
odic need for short range communi- 
cation service such as the producers 
desire. The frequencies 1552 and 1556 
kilocycles, hitherto reserved for ship 
stations or coastal stations, are made 
available "for temporary use in con- 
nection with the production of mo- 
tion pictures" under the new order. 
Power on these frequencies, under 
the order, is limited to 250 watts. A

SPITE OF SLUMP 


Survey Shows Small Per- 


centage of L o s s e s 
Throughout Country

Washington —(CPA>— The shivers 


which are supposed to run up and 
down the backs of careful depart- 
ment store executives over every 
credit are not warranted and actu- 
ally do not exist. With all the fur- 
ore over the danger of credit sales 
and installment sales in times of 
depression, the fact 
remains, ac- 


cording to the national retail credit 
survey, that 49.6 per cent of the de- 
partment store sales are in cash— 
excluding chain 
stores which do 


business usually on a strictly cash 
basis, and the mail order houses, 
which have a large percentage of 
cash customers. 


Open credit sales account for 44,9 


per cent of the business done, while 
installment sales amount to only 
5.5 per cent of the whole. There 
can be no bad debts 
from 
cash 


sales. 
The ratio of bad debts on 


open accounts, according to 
this 


'authoritative private survey, is only 
44-100 of 1 per cent, while the loss 
from credit extended on installment 
payment accounts amounts to only 
9-10 of 1 per cent. 


The 'governmental survey, which 


is not confined to department stores, 
shows that 6-10 of 1 per cent on the 
open accounts and 1-2 on installment 
business are bad debts. This pro- 
vides nothing to produce shivers. 


In general this condition presents 


no new basic facts to ^merchants. 
For years they have been thorough- 
ly convinced of the essential hon- 
esty of the American buying public. 
Consequently, in most instances they 
have solicited charge accounts and 
the installment business has given 
a push to business which has never 
been equalled in retail merchandis- 
ing. 


Naturally they have had to sacri- 


fice some of the advantages of those 
who sell for cash. The survey shows 
that allowances and return-amount 
to 5 per cent of total sales for 
cash. For "open credit 
customers 


this ratio of allowances and returns 
rises to 14.2 per cent, while the ra- 
tio on installment sales is 13.1. It 
is significant that allowances and 
returns should be high 
on 
credit 


accounts. 
Many 
customers 
open 


credit accounts because they have 
found that if they are cash custom- 
ers and the store has their money, 
they do not receive nearly so much 
consideration or attention to com- 
plaints as to quality and quantity 
of goods delivered to them as do 
credit customers. 


Full vindication of the policy of in- 


stallment selling is found, according 
to investigators, in the figures for 
the late months of 1929. In the early 
months of that year when prosperity 
was widespread, the average month- 
ly installment payment on debts for 


oods bought was a little above 14.5 


per cent. In October and November 
when the first blow of the stock 
market crash made itself felt, the 
average rose to above 16 per 
cent 


and even in December, which is no- 
toriously a good buying but a bad 
paying month, it was above 15 per 
cent. 


The old slogan used by stores all 


over the country, "your credit is 
good," still seems to be working ac- 
tively.

Parked Automobiles Add 


To Dangers Of 
Traffic 


ASK STATE QUIZ IN 


NEW YORK CHARGES 


Madison — That the stopping or 


parking of automobiles in improper 
places is dangerous and increases 
congestion was a statement made by 
the State Highway Commission to- 
day. 
"Loading spaces and no 
parking 


spaces should be respected, "con- 
tinues the statement. "That they are 
clear means that everybody else does 


be the one to horn in where you are 
not /anted and ought not to be. 


"The traffic code prohibits parking 


or stopping a vehicle or leaving any 
such vehicle standing on a street un- 
less it is on the right side of the 
street, parallel to the edge of the 
street, headed in the direction of 
traffic, and with the right wheels 
within twelve inches of the edge of 
the street. Angle parking is lawful 
only where expressly permitted. The 
same is true of double parking. Stop- 
ping a vehicle is unlawful within an 
intersection, on a cross-walk, or be- 
tween a safety zone and the adjac- 
ent curb. Parking is prohibited in 
front of a private entrance or with- 
in ten feet of a fire station or di- 
rectly "across the street from the 
entrance to a fire station. A number 
of other places are also specifically 
declared to be prohibited for stop- 
ping, standing, or parking. 
There 


are many other places where 110 
courteous driver will stop or park 
even though not expressly prohibited 
because by so doing he will cause in- 
convenience, if not danger, to other 
vehicles. •

"We have all observed autompbiles 


take advantage of an arterial stop to 
discharge passengers 
even though 


this delays a long line- of vehicles 
behind the one making the arterial 
stop. We have all observed vehicles 
stop to take on passengers right in 
the stream of traffic, where this not 
only tended to cause a traffic jam 
but exposed the passengers to dan- 
ger of being run over. A common 
practice on the part of urban and in- 
terurban bus drivers is to speed up 
the schedule a little by stopping 
some five or six feet from the curb 
to take on passengers, even though 
a loading zone at the curb has been 
plainly indicated and there is every 
opportunity for such busses to pull 
up to the curb, as ordinary safety 
principles would require them to do 


even though this were not specifical- 
ly required by law. They seem to for- 
get that their eight foot wide busses 
will block traffic to the center of the 
street whenever they do this. We 
have also observed trucks backed up 
squarely against a curb to take on 
or discharge
